Claims 2-20 (canceled). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claim 1 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be allowable over the 
prior art of record. The present invention relates to an alkoxylated polyglycoside composition of 
specifically defined structures. The most relevant prior art documents (US 5,428,142 and US 
5,498,703) to this invention disclose silicone-containing glycosides of similar basic core 
structure. 

However, though the composition of present invention are generally similar to those 
claimed in the prior art documents, the structures of the compositions possess differences that are 
unobvious to those of the prior art. In particular, alkoxylated polyglycosides of the instant 
invention do not contain silicone. The said differences in structure are unobvious over the prior 
art documents. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
